I had spoken to AP 'Tuesday, from JL's, when 1 was in DC for z&dical checkup. The 
reporter who did the first story, on the \/ZJ transcript, was not la. But the- dosfc 
man din lik the idea and switched a e to Don riothborg, who also did. He caae up. When 
there waa no next— ia$ story f nan a Juach they w.uld use it for Sunday. 

I did tall hie the entire story, beginning with the supposed destruction of all, 
Hi's finding cut that the stenotype tape survived, ana JL's handling for both of us, 
hvon the coincidence in dates, b. tween JL's letter and the Archives mailing, la fact, 

I also gave him the letter. 

Afterward, noting no c#edit on tha radio wire, I spoke to Margaret Sherf. She 
told me that there was mention of me but not of the two of you, 1 asked if this could 
be adaed uni she said it was too late. So, I suggested 1 could supply a follow-up and 
there could be mention of the two of you. That she says la not intnei ibis and sho 
thinks ^othberg, who is out of town on a story, has something in mind, 

I spoke to another reporter friend who ia saving the ,.ire copy in the event tho 
paper we see cut or downplay. Do'll bo sending it to no and I'll bo able to supply 
copies. Supposed to bo over 900 words, <hich in not bad for the «ir 2 and this subject. 

It has been oloost inpos ibln to givw this one away. Literally copies were not 
picked up in NIC after I reed excerpts to about 40 r porters. 1 had xeroxes cade there. 
The Poet rep rter road it while we were both tliere and sag.. Gated I slsould have read 
an excerpt 1 had not. He sent his copy to the Post. 1 spoke to the Post several times. 
They saw no story. 

Mutual radio was going to coco up tme get a copy 
and discuss after 5/29 but hasn't. Several foreign papers. USKWR. Chi Daily dews.

1 par sums JL hasn't heard of thi.. because he has not phoned* There also a p ears 
to bo no special interest from those to whom sjy name in not strange because there 
has been no call from any. Only Nowaday hod a question, about tho absence of name 
identifications , which 1 explained to 3herf . 

HTTimea lias copy and 1 phoned twice, without results, once speaking to Crewdoon, 
who professed interest. 

The part on tha radio wire was the quote ending with Dulles' "terrible" on 
conspiracy. The full quote, however. All of them* 

As I've spoken to reporters I've been telling them that the government has not 
delivered fully on ap ctro/hAA, has not supplied the answers wo arc to get, and that 
there is tlk. next calendar h iring Wednesday. Even to uearst. This does not oean 
that reporters will be there but it represents some effort to attract them. 

1 also told Rothberg. If there in mention of that at tho close of the stroy it 
might attract some press. 

Silence from the WxPoat docs not cnco.r-go belief the national neck favors 
the story. 

Other odds: I can't s ay how many tines I've read excerpts on radio b'casts 
but no 3 ingle papers has called as a result. 

Indications: still uptight. 

Also, supposed to go into Congressional decord via pressures from D,Hd. students.
